NOTE: The incorporation of "fluorinated liquid having a boiling point of at least 50 oC" as well as the limitation of 
dependent Claim 14 as "said copolymer contains recumng units deriving from the hydrocarbon olefin In an amount of 10 to 70 mol%" Into 
parent Claim 1 Is recongnized. It is clearly a narrow down from the original parent Claim 1 which does not contain such two extra 
limitations. The scope of Claim 4 is also clearly changed since it now requires all of the hydrogen atoms be replaced with fluorine 
atoms. However, It does not place the application for allowance after final action because: 



With such two extra limitations incoporated in parent Claim 1, the scope of limitation in Claim 1 is thereby changed and may be 
somewhat away from original prior art search. Reconsideration and new search are thereby both required to be sure of such new 
limitations are covered. 



The Examiner has fully studied Applicants' key arguments in pages 6-9 of Remarks. However, in the case of cunrent 103 rejection 
being overcome some other references may be further applied to teach such two additional limitations. 

Dependent Claim 4 may also have the same above-mentioned issues needed to be answered. 



In summary, reconsideration and new search is thereby required to be sure of such questions being answered 
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
